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OUNTY RECEIVES $225,540 WATER SYSTEM GRANT 


Governor Guy Hunt visits New Brockton

On a whirlwind tour of southeast 
Alabama Wednesday, October 30th, 
Governor Guy Hunt made several 
stops with one being at city hall in 
New Brockton, 

City and county officials from 
New Brockton and Coffee County 
along with officials from neighbor- 
ing counties were on hand to wel- 
come and visit with the governor 
during his brief stop. 

While in New Brockton, Gov. 
Hunt awarded six area governments 
approximately $1.6 million in feder- 
al Community Block Grants to im- 
prove water, road and drainage sys- 
tems, and housing for about 1,900 
people. 

“With the help of these grants to 
improve basic services, local offi- 
cials will be able to begin work to 
upgrade water, roads and drainage 


systems and housing giving at least 
1,900 people a higher standard of 
living,” Gov. Hunt said, “These pro- 
jects should help local officials and 
economic developers in their efforts 
to attract new industries and create 
jobs. These grants will enable local 
officials to address some of their 
most pressing problems in delivering 
basic services. | am pleased to have 
helped improve services and pro- 
mote economic growth in this area,” 

The grants will be administered 
by the Alabama Department of Eco- 
nomic and Community Affairs (AD- 
ECA). 

Local governments awarded the 
grants were as follows: - 

The Town of New Brockton re- 
ceived $300,000 to repair 30 homes 
for about 75 people in the Fitzsim- 
mons/North John/North Railroad 
Strect areas of the town. Mayor Jim 
Driskell and members of the city 
council were on hand to accept the 


grant from the governor. 

Members of the Coffee County 
Commission accepted a grant from 
Gov. Hunt totaling $225,540 to be 
used in extending water service to 
approximately 500 persons in the 
Roeton, Ino and Keyton Communi- 
tics of the county. The project will 
include the installation of more than 
89,000 feet of water line, nine fire 
hydrants and other related improve- 
ments, 

During his visit in New Brockton, 
Governor Hunt was presented with a 
formal resolution from the Coffee 
County Commission expressing their 
gratitude for the assistance received 
from him in acquiring a grant from 
the Industrial Access Fund, 

The monies received through this 
fund were used to replace two bridg- 
es located,on Coffee County Rd. 14, 

Conagra's chicken processing fa- 
cilities are located on this road 
which serves as a vital link in its op- 


eration, 

Commission Chairman Billy Ea- 
gerton made the presentation to the 
governor, Several members of the 
commission were present for the oc- 
casion. 

Area counties and cities awarded 
grants by Gov. Hunt while in new 
Brockton were Crenshaw and Pike 
counties and the cities of Hartford 
and Geneva. 

Crenshaw County _ received 
$248,250 to pave 7.25 miles of road, 
The project will mean better travel- 
ing for about 330 people living along 
the road. 

Pike County was the recipient of 
$300,000 to be used in the paving of 
6.4 miles of road benefitting approx- 
imately 410 folks. 

The City, of Opp received 
$282,900 to fund improvements to 
their drainage system and Hartford 
was awarded $295,000 to repair 30 
houses.

Coffee County Commissioner Sid 
Averett, speaking on behalf of Com- 
mission Chairman Billy Eagerton, 
attributed the expediency at which 
the project was completed to Engi- 
neer Pool, State Representative Jim- 
my Holley, State Highway Director 
Perry Hand and Gov. Guy Hunt. 

Averett said, “It was a real shock 
when we found out these two bridg- 
es had to be replaced. Had the mon- 
ey not been available through this 
grant, the principal and interest over 
the years that we would have had to 
finance this job would have cost the 
taxpayers of the county a million 
plus dollars.” 

“We owe a big debt of gratitude 
to these people who played such an 
important part in obtaining these 
funds,” continted Averett. ¥ 

The commission presented each 
of the four men mentioned above 
with a formal proclamation com- 
mending them for the services they 
rendered on this project. Accepting 
Perry Hand's proclamation was his 
representative, Frank Courson. The 
highway director was unable to al- 
tend. Governor Hunt was presented 
his proclamation during his visit to 
New Brockton on Wednesday after- 


Our state, but with proration at 6% 
and possibly higher this fiscal 
year, we will have serious finan- 
cial problems in 1992-93. I have 
not addressed or suggested solu- 
tions. However, that point is sim- 
ple. Additional funds must be 
found by some means, to place 
monies into ‘schools of Alabama 
if we truly intend to give our chil- 
dren a quality education. Taxes 
generate the revenue to operate 
our schools, therefore taxes must 
be considered when seeking solu- 
tions. 

Tax reform does not necessari- 
ly mean new or additional tax. 
There are ways to reform the tax 
Structure other than increasing 
taxes. Several methods have been 
discussed and made public by the 
media for weeks. Suggestions 
range from one-cent temporary 
sales tax, to removing lax exemp- 
Lions in Certain areas, to increas- 
ing ad valorem taxes, to using 
part of the gas tax to fund high- 
way programs, No restructuring 
of taxes, no new or additional tax- 
es will be accepted by everyone. 
However, it seems to be a fact 
that funding must be increased to 
allow our schools to become fi- 
nancially sound so we may go 
about the business of educating 
our children, May I .encourage 
any parent, citizen or group to 
contact your governor's office and 
your legislators and ask them to 
address the problem as quickly as 
possible, Local superintendents, 
local boards of education and oth- 
er groups in education have al- 
ready asked the governor to call a 
special session of the legislature 
to address these problems. How- 
ever, | believe as parents, parents 
groups, and concerned citizens 
make request, we will see a more 
positive response from our slate 
leaders,

IRS SAYS AMOUNT OWED IS $198,696.76

The Internal Revenue Service has 
filed a tax lien notice with the Cof- 
fee County Probate Office in Enter- 
prise against Attorney Warren Rowe 
and his wife, Linda. 

Filing of the lien took place on 
Friday, October 11, 1991, 

According to the notice, the 
Rowes owe the federal government 
$198,696.76 in back income taxes. 
The tax periods and amounts men- 
tioned in the lien are: 1983 
$59,492.56, 1989 - $73,130.23, and 
1990 - $66,073.97. 

The notice reads, “Demand for 
payment of this liability has been 
made, but it remains unpaid, There- 
fore, there is a lien in favor of the 
United States on all property and 
rights to property belonging to this 
taxpayer for the amount of these tax- 
es, and additional penalties, interest 
and costs that may accrue.” 

On Monday, October 28, Rowe 


filed a petition for Chapter 11 with 
the federal bankruptcy court in 
Montgomery. This action protects a 
person from creditors’ lawsuits until 
he or she has time to develope a plan 
for getting their finances in order, 

The filing of Chapter 11 does not 
relieve the Rowe's from the responsi- 
bility of paying the back taxes owed 
to the federal government. 

Rowe has been Coffee County's 
attorney for many years. His father, 
Braxton Rowe, served as the 
county's attorney until his death, The 


- younger Rowe took over the job 


when his father died. 

Mr. Rowe also serves as munici- 
pal court judge for the City of Enter- 
prise - a position which he has also 
held for many, many years. 

Both county and city officials re- 
fused to make any comments con- 
cerning Mr. Rowe's problems with 
his taxes. 

Should it be determined that the 
Rowes cannot pay the back taxes, 
the IRS will have to make a determi- 


Elba firemen stay busy 


The Elba Fire Department's. day 
began early Tuesday morning when 
they responded to a mobile home 
fire. 

At 12:37 a.m., firemen answered 
a call to Dunham Street, just off Tay- 
lor Mill Road, where they found a 
house trailer ablaze. 

The trailer belonging to Gladys 
Hill was extensively damaged but no 
one was reportedly injured in the 
fire, Firemen returned to the scene 
later in the day to extinguish a blaze 
when sparks reignited in the trailer.

According to authorities, the fire 
apparently started in the bathroom of 
the home and spread into the bed- 
rooms.

Both the bedrooms and bathroom 
were heavily damaged by the fire 
and the rest of the home suffered 
smoke damage.

Dear Concerned Citizens, Parents 
leachers of Alabama and Especially 
Mobile County 

Let me propose an easy solution 
to Alabama's crisis for adequate 
funding of our schools and other 
worthy State services. Go back for a 
moment in history to the 1950's 
where the issue was soft drinks, I at. 
tended a regular session of the Ala. 
bama Legislature where there was a 
debate on a proposed tax on soft 
drinks. At the time soft drinks were 
selling for 80¢ a case, The beverage 
companies argued that “you can't tax 
the children's nickel soft drink.” The 
tax was defeated and another tax was 
added to beer. Ninety days later, soft 
drink prices were raised to $1.20 per 
case. Since that time, soft drink pric 
es, without any tax has steadily in 
creased to as much as $2.20 a six 
pack, 

Other items such as chewing 
gum, candy and vending machine 
food items also have no taxes other 
than sales tax. In the 50's, gum was 
5¢ a pack and today the same pack is 
25 to 50 cents a pack. Candy bars 
sold for a nickel in the 50's and to- 
day sells for tipwards to 50¢ and 
higher. 

How does society view products 
such as soft drinks, chewing gum, 
candy and other vending machine 
food items? Are they an essential 
food source? Of course not! I, and 
many others, believe they should be 
considered as “luxury items”. Why 
not tax these items to provide needed 
sources of revenue for education and 
other state services? 

I believe the citizens of Alabama 
will support this endeavor and con- 
vince their legislators that the time 
has come to place a fair tax on these 
luxury items. Needless to say the 
companies who manufacture these 
luxury products will lobby the Legis- 
lature to prevent any taxes, however, 
I believe the people want the best for 
our state. The time has come to pass 
a legitimate tax on these products 
which have never been taxed in the 
past. A 2¢ per bottle or pack tax 
would solve the problems of our 
state. Our children deserve the best 
education possible and there are 
many other worthy state programs 
serving the needy citizens of Ala- 
bama. 

The one main objective is that 
“all” additional revenues generated 
by this tax should not be spend for 
salaries or any “pork barrel” expen- 
difures.

Heavy rains throughout much of 
the summer are partly to blame for 
the problem. Whenever wet weather 
strikes, higher levels of fungi dam- 
age on pecans are almost sure to fol- 
low. Fungi damage causes the leaves 
to fall off prematurely, leading to re- 
duced numbers and quality of pe- 
cans. 

The worst foliar damage is in 
small backyard orchards where 
sprays haven't been applied to con- 
trol fungal outbreaks, However, the 
problem is so severe that even large 
commercial orchards regularly treat- 
ed with fungicide sprays have been 
affected, 

Aphids have also infested South- 
eastern pecan orchards, Black aphids 
have been especially bad this year 
and have also contributed to the pre- 
mature loss of leaves, 

Pecan producers aren't the only 
people who will suffer from the 
damage. Foliar diseases have re- 
duced supplies of pecans throughout 
the region, and this will result in 
higher prices for consumers, 
pecans increases the awareness that 
any new plantings of pecans should 
be of a scab resistant variety. These 
varicues are Elliott, Melrose, Jack.

Set about finding an uninvited snake 
or lizard in their home. Since there 
are no repellents or toxicants that are 
foolproof in these situations, the best 
advice is to locate the point of entry 
and block or seal it up. Areas gener- 
ally included in the search are door 
and window openings and holes 
around pipe fittings, Another poten- 
tial entrance being used by scorpions 
has been discovered. Brick houses 
have "weep Hles" or areas along the 
foundation where the mortar is inten- 
tionally omitted. A small snake or 
lizard crawling by the edge of the 
house may locate one of these weep 
holes and go in. Once through the 
weep hole, the animal is in the wall 
and may enter the house through a 
number of access areas, 

You may wish to add weep holes 
to the areas to be checked and sealed 
if you have problems with snakes or 
lizards in the, house, Weep holes 
may be blocked by a section of hard- 
ware cloth, The hardware cloth 
should be cut slightly larger than the 
weep hole and forced into the hole 
with a piece of wood. This causes 
the wire to Shape to the weep hole 
and produces a Snug fit,

Elba escapes Andalusia with 24-18 win 


The Elba Tigers turned two Anda- 
lusia turnovers into touchdowns and 
survived a rash of penalties late in

The pur- 
pose of the attendees was soon ap- 
parent as Chairman G, A, Lindsey 
recognized a parent, L. C. Cook, 
who told the board of his problem.

Cook explained that he was there 
because of his son, Jamie Brockton, 
and a decision the football coach 
made concerning the son. Based on 
circumstances of the case Cook said 
he felt the coach was wrong in drop- 
ping the youth from the team.

“I understand the coach says he 
wasn't properly informed,” Cook 
added. de continued with, “ I think 
it is tunnel vision, and he can't see 
anything but football. With him in a 
leadership position, he shouldn't be 
like that.” 

Bill Hall addressed the board 
with, “ My daughter went as well. I 
share the concerns, Children are in 
school to broaden their horizons, 
there is more than just one perspec- 
live There are several concerns I 
want to pursue to insure this doesn't 
happen again. We, as parents, 
thought the administration approved 
of this trip. Now the children have to 
bear the blunt in this case,” 

Hall suggested a board policy 
which would set procedure in such 
matters, 

Board member Eddie Kelley said, 
“As a board policy, we don't have 
guidelines in force to cover extra- 
curricular activities”, 

Superintendent Charles Pearce 
agreed and said, “Not as a formal 
policy. I have pursued this matter. I 
have to support Coach Wood and

Coach Wood to cover athletic pro- 
grams: 


1) Excused absences from prac- 
lice include sickness, injury, death 
in the family, or special permis- 
sion from the head coach of that 
sport.

Beginning December 1, 1991, all 
healthcare facilities that except Med- 
icare or Medicaid patients will be re- 
quired by law ‘to notify patients of 
their rights to advance directives. 

According to Ellen Peterson, ad- 
ministrator of Elba General Hospital 
and Nursing Home, advance direc- 
lives are legal ways persons may 
make their wishes known regarding 
the type of medical treatment they 
would want should they become ill 
and unable to speak for themselves. 

“With the constant improvements 


you are conscious and alert, you can 
discuss your wishes with your physi- 
cian, However, if you become inca- 
pacitated (unable to speak for your- 
self), there are two types of advance 
directives which are very useful: 
They are the written instructions you 
leave (sometimes calléd a_ living 
will); and the durable power of attor- 
ney, Which allows you to designate 
someone to speak on your behalf, 
Peterson added that in thinking 
about writing an advance directive, 
you should remember to discuss the 
matter first with your family and 


physician, so that everyone knows 


your desires, Then document these 


wishes and distribute copies of them 
to your physician, family friend, at- 
torney, and anyone else you think 
might need one. 

When asked what happens if 
someone changes*his mind, Ellen an- 
swered, “No problem. A person can 
change his or her advance directive 
at any time or do away with it total- 
ly.” 

“Our hospital has a_ brochure 
which discusses advance directives 
in detail,” said Ellen. “If anyone 
wishes to obtain one simply come by 
and inquire at the business office or 
call 897-2257.
